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FORCES  AGAINST  DRUG  ABUSE: 
EDUCATION,  LEGISLATION,  REMBILITATION 

A  selected  bibliography  by  Nan  C.  Burg,  Librarian

With  the  spate  of  current  publications  on  narcotics,  drugs 
and  drug  abuse,  the  primary  problem  for  the  student  is  to  define 
his  interest  in  the  subject  and  select  articles  and  books  which 
are  relevant  to  that  interest.   For  purposes  of  this  bibliography, 
we  begin  by  admitting  that  the  drug  abuse  problem  exists  as  a  major 
force  in  our  present  society.  We  wish  to  find  what  counterforces 
are  coming  to  the  fore  and  how  strong  these  are  or  may  become.  We 
suggest  that  three  such  counterforces  now  exist  and  are  growing 
stronger:   education,  legislation  and  rehabilitation.  Although  many 
books  and  articles  cover  two  or  three  of  these  aspects,  categorical 
separations  have  been  made  in  the  following  listings  for  more  con- 
cise presentation  and  there  are  no  duplicate  listings  for  those 
articles  which  do  have  overlapping  material.   Subject  heads  were 
assigned  on  the  following  criteria: 

Education:  What  are  addictive  drugs;  specific  faces  of 
danger  to  society  in  drug  abuse;  scope  of  the  national  problem; 
scope  of  the  problem  in  Pennsylvania ,  recognition  of  drug  abuse 
signals  in  community  and  home  situations. 

Legislation:   Since  there  is  always  a  lag  between  recognition 
of  problems  and  final  legislation  toward  correction  of  these 
problems,  this  section  contains  official  and  semi-official  reports 
by  or  to  government  agencies  (federal,  state  and  local)  and  recom- 
mendations for  future  legislative  action.  Much  of  the  action 
suggested  has  to  do  with  both  education  and  rehabilitation  programs 
as  well  as  the  legislation  by  which  it  may  be  achieved. 

Rehabilitation:  Programs  organized  and  presently  under  way; 
suggestions  for  private  control  on  an  individual  basis. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Community  Affairs  is  charged 
with  giving  aid  to  Pennsylvania  local  government  on  many  levels. 
Our  primary  purpose  in  taking  a  professional  interest  in  the  current 
drug  problem  is  to  present  to  the  local  government  official  a 
coordinated  picture  of  the  drug  problem  and  suggest  to  him  what  help  is 
available  for  his  community  and  where  he  can  turn  to  receive  this 
help.
